Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 6-17 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claims are replete with indefinite language too numerous 
to mention specifically, and should be revised carefully by the Applicant. For example only, the 
phrases "said springs extend from said top part to at least one intersection point" and "said 
springs extend fi-om said base to at least two intersection point" in claims 6, 17 and 25 are 
inaccurate and indefinite because the drawings only show one spring extends from the top part or 
the base to one intersection point only. More than one springs extend from the top part to at least 
one intersection point is indefinite and more than one springs extend fi"om the base to at least two 
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intersection point is also indefinite. The phrases "said opposite opposing said sides" and "said 
opposite said plates" in claims 9 and 19, "said opposing comers" in claims 10 and 20, "said 
central intersection point" in claims 1 1 and 21, "said side meshes", "said base mesh" and "said 
side additional springs" in claim 15 lack proper antecedent basis, claim 12 should be depended 
from claim 1 1 instead of claim 13. New claim 17 on page 21 of the amendments should be 
renumbered to claim 25. The Applicant is required to review and make corrections to all 
claims (6-17) wherever appropriate to correct all the indefinite languages .
